The Tree of Tea This Tes is a Leaf which grows 
ow upon a Shrab in Chins and Japan, 
not exceeding either in Height or 
Breadth our Roſe or Goosberry- 
Buſbes in Europe. The Branches 
of which, from the Root to the 
Top, are cloath'd ' with abun- 
dance of tender Leaves of diffe- 
rent Magnitude, though of the 
ſame Form and Shape. For Q 
ronizs, who liv'd ſeveral year 
in 
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in the Empire of Japan, aſſures 
us, That «por the ſame Tree are 
Leaves of five different Proporti- 
ons, the largeſt of which reſemble 
our Garden-Balm, and grow ta- 
wards the Root ; and as they viſe 
in Height , their Size decreaſes ; 
but the ſmalleſt bear the largeſt 
Price. The Seed of it is round and 
black, which in three years time af- 
ter it is ſawn, produces new Plants. 
"But the Flowers of it , which are 
all white, are of no Eſteem ; the 
main Virtae is lodged in the Leaves. 
When the Flowers however are 
new and freſh, they: yield a very 
pleaſant Smel] ; bur tn time, as I 
have ſeen them, they grow yel- 
low ; and being put into Water, 
turn it brown. | They conliſt of 
five whitiſh or paliſh Leaves, 
with many Chives in the middle 
of the Flower.

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The Shrub it ſelf is of a ſtrong 
and hardy Conſtitution, is proof 
againſt Scorms, and receives no 
Damage by 'Snow or Hail, and 
lives and thrives in thoſe very 
Climates, the ſharpneſs of whoſe 
Air might ſeem pernicious, if 
not fatal to its tender Leaf ; for 
the Winter in Exglazd, in ſome 
places where it grows, 1s not 
more cold, The fozy Soils are 
apt in Ching to produce the choi- 
ceſt Tees, though for the moſt part 
it is planted there in the Valleys, 
and in light ground. And might 
it therefore be convenient to have 
it brought hirher , there is no- 
thing in the Nature either of our 
Ground or Air that ſeem to con- 
tradict its Increaſe among vs; 
Eſpecially if ſufficient Care were 
taken for the ſafe and cautious 
. Tranſportation of the Seed or 
Branches, and in their Growth 
they were expos'd, with the belt

"the Art here uſed for railing of ir 
has not yet anſwer'd ExpeRarion.

Which, I think, 
is not very uſual with our dried 
Herbs in Exrope. 


In China are ſeveral forts of 
Tes, which are unknown to us 
in Exrope, ſome of which are ve- 
ry cheap ; but others are ſo bigh- 
ly valuable and much efteem'd, 
that a fingle Cate is look'd upon

For ſo vaſtly different is the Price, 
that one Pound of that Tes 
which is cultivated for the Em- 
peror, for the Nobility, and Lords 
of the Court, is ſold for more than 
One hundred times as much of a- 
hother ſort. And in Japan, that 
Which is prepar'd for the _ 

ecs 
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dees there,” is both planted in the 
moſt refin'd Barth, and carefully 
defended from. all Injuries of the 
Air,” from all exceſſive Colds and 
Heats, 'and every thing that ma 
be apt to offend the: tender Leaf. 
And as at home they commonly 
affe&t che Entertainment of a nu- 
merous Mulritude of Servants, 
and a ſtately Furniture of Inftru- 
ments for the Preparation of their 
Tes in the greateſt Magnificence 
and Splendor ; ſo they want not 
abroad ſuch as are purpoſely im- 
'd to husband it with the ur- 
moſt Care and Diligence, as well 
as with a peculiar 'Art. But thar 
which is generally brought into 
Exrope, is known only by theſe

Theſe” are thoſe ſeveral forts 
of Tes, to ſome one of which all 
that is tranſported hither is com- 
mogly reduc'd ; and in deſcribing 
this Variety, and the different 
Properties of each of them, ſome 
Direftions have been given for 
diſtinguiſhing, what is choice and 
good, from- what is mean and 
refuſe; which Inftruction I ſhall

*Tis neceſſary for all ſuch as 
travel. to China, nicely to under- 
ſtand the Natore of the Goods 
there, if they intend to eſcape the 
Cheats and Frauds, and to trade 
thereia with Advantage. For 
ſuch is the Subtilty of the Chineſe 
& in 
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in their Trade, and fo artificial 
are they in their 7raffick, and fo 
mightily intent upon their Gain, 
that they falſify every thing they 
ſell, if *ris capable of Sophiſtics- 
tion 3 and he muſt be very quick 
and expert indeed, that & wit 
enough to eſcape in all things 
their Impoſitions. This they for- 
merly praQtic'd even in their Sale 
of Tes, though-the Advantage of 
it was inconliderable. For with 
it they ſometimes mixt ſome 0- 
ther Herbs of leſs value, to ſwell 
the Parcel, and increaſe the Gain, 
and with: this artificial Mixture 
they cuoningly diſposd of it.

all che Fandulene EEE of 
this Nature. And: yet ſuch is 
the peculiar Talent of the Chineſe 
in the Management of this Art, 
that the Diſcovery of them in 
one. Trick, is only the quicken- 
ng 
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ing their Invention of another ; 
and he that has thought himſelf 
wiſe in timely preventing of 4 
ſmall Cheat, has found after. 
wards how weak he was, when 
by this means he only tempt- 
ed them to over-wit him in a 
greater. And though *tis pol- 
ſible to fix their Honeſty for 
ſome time in that particular 
wherein the fraud has been found 
out, yet will their inhereat Pra- 
vity ſoon exert it ſelf in ſfome- 
thing elſe, and make them kna- 
viſh by Tranſmutation. Which 
occaſions the wary Ergliſh and 
Datch Merchants in their Tra- 
ding for Tes to open mary times 
both the 7op, the Middle, and the 
Bottom of the Caniſters, to prevent 
the Cheat of courſer Tes whicli 
has been ſometimes privately 
put into one place, ſometimes in- 
to another,

Temper -quite different ; 'tis de- 
lice and tender, injur'd by 'the

Chineſe knowing how ſubje@ it 
is to Decay, and how eafily 'tis 
tainted, carefully provide againſt 
theſe Dangers, . by keeping of it 
very cloſe, and. at a Diſtance 
from all frong Smells, whether 
they be pleaſant Flavors, or fetil 
Scents : fer both of theſe are 
equally pernicious, and deftry. 
Qtive of the natural Smel), - And 
thoſe that would fecure it from 
ſuch Diſaſters, muſt ſce that it 
be guarded from thoſe Enemies, 
mult look that it be kept from 
any ftrong Oey that would affet 
it, and ſhut it up ſecurely from 
the ambient Air. For which End 
the great Caniflers are neceſlary 
for a large Quantity, and the 
Totraneg, or Pewter, or Tin Pots 
for a fmall ; whether it be ſent 
into the Country, or deſign'd to 
be kept at home; and none of 
it ſhould be left expoy'd, as lintle 

45 
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as may be, from ſuch a Cover; 
But yet *tis obſerv'd, that thoſe 
that endeavour to preſerve the 
Spirit and Ferdere of it loogeſt 
and with leaſt Damage, diſpoſe 
of it commonly in large Tubs , 
which contain many Pounds, by 
the Bulk of which the Strength 
of it is increas'd againſt all harm- 
ful Impreſſions from without, and 
the Virtue of it is maintain'd 
more intirely within. And hence 
it is, that as in Wine, fo in 7es, 
the choiceſt commonly is in the 
Middle. And that Cznifter, whole 
outſide Tes may prove but ordt- 
rn 4; as being neare(t the Air 

Danger, may yet upon &4 
deeper ſearch be found to con- 
tain what is far more valuable: 
For Age, Air, and Damp, incvita- 
w deſtroy theſe Sorts of Te, 
which is quite out of its Ele-

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Having thus far diſcours'd of 
the variow Kinds of this foreign 
Leaf, and the Ses/ow wherein it 
ſhould be gather'd , of the Me. 
thod of making choice of the, beſt, 
and the Means whereby it is pre- 


ſerv'd; the Reader now will ex- 


pet to hear ſometbing of its 
Qualifications , and what the Vir. 
tucs of it are, that have rais'd it 
to this general eminent Eſteem. 
And if we may believe thoſe 
perſons who have been moſt con- 
verſant with this healthful Li- 
quor, and receiv'd it fo long in 
the Nature of their common 
Drink, we muſt needs entertain 
ſome Eſteem for its Excellence, 
and harbour a valuable Opinion 
of it. For the Gost and Stone, 
thoſe painful Diſeaſes which 
frequently torment the Exropeans, 
are ſcarce known in Chizs, and 
among thoſe moſt Ezfters =

cial Bleſlitng to thoſe Nations , 
eſpecially when attended with 
ſuch remarkable EffeAs. And if 
the intolerable Pains of theſe Di- 
ſtempers are caus'd by an acri- 
wonious Jaice, and ſome ferment 
that is ſaline, this Liquor is ſaid 
to mitigate che Salt, diſturb the 
Tartar, and diſlolve its gravel 
Particles, when "cis much and'ot- 
ten drunk. For ſince it is an 
Acid that coagulates the Blood , 
and afterwards precipitates the 
Parts of it into Gravel; 

this Liquor, as ſome imagin, 
mightily correfts the Acid, and 
prevents the Precipitation. And 
though the Seeds of theſe Diſca- 
ſes, if they are Hereditary or 
Chronical, cannot eaſily be re- 
C 3 mov'd, 
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moy'd, yet may they in ſome 
meaſure, by a daily Uſe of this 
excelleat Drink, be much dini- 
piſb'd , wk -- be wy; from 
an Jacreeſe ; Elpecia it be 
drunk in ſuch a2 and 
at ſuch convenient Times, when 
the Stomach 'is rather empty than 
over-charg'd. For then is a Paſ- 
ſage eaſily made, and with greater 
Freedom both to the Verps, and 
to the Reins. For a Medicine {0 
very weak and light as this, can- 
not readily conquer thoſe Ob 
ſtructions that oppoſe it , nor 
make its way through them with 
Facility. And ſeveral Examples 
might be produc'd, IT queſtion 
not, among our ſelves, to con- 
firm the Subſerviency of this

or roaſted. Now hereupon how- 
ever it ſometimes happens that 
their Sromachs are opprels'd with 
Crudities, and mightily weaken'd 
through JIndigeſiion ; to cure 
which, they readily apply them- 
ſelves to Tea, without conſulting 
any other Phylick; and in this 
they find fo much Relief, and 
their Appetites are ſo effeQually 
ſrengthen'd, that they ſoon re- 
cover their Digeltive Faculty a- 
gain, and remove the /anguid [n- 
aſpoſition. But _ Leat which 
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is moſt powerful upon this occs. 
fion is very harſh, courſe and 
unpleaſant, and only grows in 
the Northern Province of Xexſ, 
moſt of which lies between 35 
and 40 deg. of Latirudes Which 
Courſeneſs readers it far more a- 
greable to the ſtrong Conſtitu- 
tion of the ſtout and robuſt Ta. 
tar, than to that of the delicate 
and ſoft Chineſe. And that this 
is a Virtue very remarkable in 
Tes, it ſeems from hence very 
probable, in that the Liquor im- 
pregnated with its Particles will 
ſoften Fleſb, Le Compre, p. 121, 
and renders hard Meats tender, 
whereby we may judge that it 
haſtens Diſſolution, and thereupon 
facilitates Digeſtion. Beſides, the 
ſoft-pointed Volatile Sit where- 
with it abounds, and the bot Ws- 
ter wherein it is infus'd, do migh- 
tily repair the natural Fluidity of 
the Jeices of the Body, and by 
| a gentle 
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a gentle AﬀriQtion a bly for- 
tify the Tone of the Bowel? and 
of a weak Stomath ; vide Peclini 
de Potu Thee Dialogum, p. 41. 
And if this therefore be a Qua- 
licy inherent in this Liquor, to 
ſtrengthen a faint- Appetite, and 
pate, the nauſeous Humors that 
offend the Stomach, it muſt needs 
in ſome meaſure happily contri- 
bute to the Health of ſome weak 
and feeble Conſtitutions, and like- 
wile throw off abundance of thoſe 
Cradities Created in the Body 
through Exceſs. And by this 
means, that the Vigor of the Ap- 
petite is regain'd , the Sweetneſs 
of the Blood may be preſerv'd , 
and the Sharpneſs that is in it be 
abated ; whereby this Chins Drink 
may prove a friendly Remedy a- 
gainſt the Sewrvy, that Northern 
popular Diſeaſe, and become as 
valuable a Bleſſing to us, as it
